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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Preliminary Amendment filed on October 
27, 2003. Claims 1-2 have been amended. Claims 1-7 are presented for examination. 
Claims 1-7 are pending. All rejections or objections not repeated are withdrawn. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the text in each element of Fig. 4 is hard 
to read. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Objections 

Claims 1-7 objected to because of the following informalities: 
As per claims 1 and 2, 

"said sub-modules" should be - said dependent sub-modules (page 3, claim 1, 
line 4, and claim 2, line 5). 

Claim 1 can be written in following suggested format in order to make clear of the 
claimed invention. 

"A method for storing register properties of a hardware device in a datastructure, 
wherein said hardware device comprises a heterogeneous memory; 

said hardware device being built according to a structure of modules and 
dependent sub-modules, wherein said register properties correspond to register 
properties of said modules and said dependent sub-modules, and said method 
comprises: 

storing said register properties in a data-structure according to a structure of said 
hardware device, and said register properties being arranged in an array for each 
module or dependent sub-module." 

As per claim 2, "said data-structure" on page 3 lines 5-6 should be - said data 
structure. 

All dependent claims are objected to as having the same deficiencies as the 
claims they depend from. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

As per claim 1 , the method is limited to only storing data into a data structure. 
Therefore, the method does not produce a useful, concrete, and tangible result (State 
Street, 149 F.3d at 1373, 47 USPQ2d at 1601-02). 

As per claims 2-7 claim a datastructure per se which is non-statutory subject 
matter (Warmerdam, 33 F. 3d at 1361 , 31 USPQ2d at 1760) since data (in a data 
structure) is intangible, and therefore does not produce a useful, concrete, and tangible 
result. 

All dependent claims are rejected as having the same deficiencies as the claims 
they depend from. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 5-7, filed on February 2, 2006, with respect to 
claims 1-7 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103 Rejections of 
claims 1-7 have been withdrawn.
